The Fengticn stragglers, reported to 


be 10,000 strong, were said by scouts 
o be bent on looting Tien Tsin. 


British and French Annamit troops 


jave co-operated with the Americans 
in throwing out a first line of defense 
around the threatened city. 


American Admiral Strauss arrived 


at Tien Tsin to take charge of the 
American marines, and confirmed tha 
report that fully 10,000 former Chanc 
troops were approaching the city froni 
Laofa. 
STREETS BARRICADED 


The American volunteer corps has 


been ordered to stand by all flight in, 
case reinforcements are needed. Many 
of the Feugrjen troops are in train,-? 
end will be prevented from leaving 
their box cars on the way thru Tien 
Tfin. 


One train bringing hundreds of 


wounded already has arrived at Tien 
Tsin.

Sun Yat Sen is considered the? last ob- 
stacle to a united China, 


Chang Tso Lin has fled, leaving 


remnants of his scattered army to 
shift for themselves. One report said 
the Japanese had aided his escape. 


The situation at Tien Tsin is report- 


ed to be similar to that of the time of 
the Boxer uprising and siege. If tha 
Fengtieners actually attempt to invade 
the city, the entire population will be 
called upon to take arms against them. 
This will include many Americans and 
Europeans. 


As far as is known the available re- 


liable military forces are a regiment 
of British troops and one of American 
marines, with a considerable of French 
Annimite?.

neurotics with a passion for vicarious sec- 
ond-hand blood-letting. 


These women themselves are .the incar- 


nation of beauty and refinement. 
They 


rustle out of limousines like so many deli- 
cate butterflies—velvet gowned and silk 
shod, shimmering with jewels and radiat- , 
ing the faint breath of perfume. 
Only 


their eyes, bnrning with excitement, betray 
the primitive craving for abysmal sensa- 
tion beneath the shell of luxury.

The girl had not followed 


her usual course from the 
school to tho little yellow 
house on the outskirts of 
the town wnero she lives 
with her mother and step- 
father. 
She had taken a 


lonely path to shorten her 
daily milk delivery route. 
One of her chores was to 
deliver milk in the morning 
on her way to school, and

ris that the crime was the -work 
of a "ripper." 
Following 
immediately 
upon 


the "cHpjier" and "ripper" cases 
in New York, dispatches from 
Los 
Angeles 
reported 


similar attacks in that 
section of the country. 
Women complained 
to 


the police that a dark- 
complexioned, heavy set 
man has been making a 
practise of slashing their 
gowns. In one Instance, 
oddly enough, the assail- 
ant was a girl, according 
to Mrs. George H. Rog- 
ers, 
of Los Angeles, 


•whose dress was slashed 
•with a knife. 
"I hoarded a car down- 


town," Mrs. Rogers told 
Detective S e r g e a n t 
George E. Smith. "I was 
standing in the crowded 
aisle when I felt some- 
thing sharp cut across 
my back. The thought 
came to me that tine horrible man who has 
lately been ripping so many women's 
dresses was attacking me. 
I turned 


around quickly. As I did so I saw n, young 
woman make a vicious lunge at my dress 
with a large knife that she held in her 
hand. She cut a gap in rny dress about a 
foot long. Then she began to edge down 
the aisle." 


In Paris, a few years ago, the police 
did succeed In capturing & man -who had 
long been suspected as a hair despoiler. 
When they searched his room, they found 
65 switches of wuman hair, ranging from 
light, blond to black and all assorted into, 
color groups as they hung- from the walla. 
He later confessed to the crimes.

thusiastic . scientists who 
have seen the mechanism 
In actual operation have 
called it "the clock that 
can't go wrong.'" 
You may think your own clock 


keeps "correct" time—or that you r»n 
depend absolutely on the standardised 
clocks you see everywhere in public 
places. 


For ordinary practical purposes— 


yes. But for scientific accuracy—no. 


The host clock you have probably 


ever seen—unless you have "onen in an 
astronomical observatory—has a "mini- 
mum error" of at least eight seconds 
a. week. 
Unless it were correctnd 


from time (o time it. -would "go wrong" 
at least 416 seconds in a. year. 


Father O'Leary refuses to state llio 


"minimum error" of his clock. Ho 
•wants other disinterested scientists to 
form their own opinions. 
Rut. it. is 


understood to less than sine sec- 
onds a year! Perhaps loss than six! 


That being true, this "Ortho Clock." 


as Father O'Leary calls it. is by far 
tho most accurate tlme-keerer ever 
devised by the human roiiid. 


How tho sclent ist-prlf-st. c?me to in- 


vent, it is an imprest inp; story, in con- 
nection with his wort r>s professor of 
science in ihe Collegium IMnximum, 
which is the head university of the 
Jesuits, he -wanted n seismograph (an 


. instrument to record oarthqua.kes) of 


greater accuracy than any then in use. 


So he invented a seismograph for 


himself. And for this seismograph he 
needed a clock more accurate than nny 
in oxistonce. So ho sot about invent- 
ing that. loo. 


His first natural step vras to look about 


for .something (not a clock) that he could 
lake as nn absolutely accurate- measure of 
time. Ho found only two things—and so 
far as science, now knows.there aro only 
two -the movement of the. heavenly hodies 
in (ho sky (as, for instance, tho revolution 
of the earth), and the oscillations of a free 
swinging pendulum. 


It was Galileo who first found out. that a 


pendulum "kept, time." Ho rnnde, the d)s 
ropery in the Cathedral at Pisa, Italy, five 
hundred years ago, one evening at. twilight 
•when the lamps were lit. Tlu>re -was a 
lamp hung like a long pondulum froni the 
roof—the same great bronze lamp' that 
hangs there to this very day. The verger 
pulled it toward him to light it, and then 
let. it swing back. Galileo thought, that, as 
the swinging died down the oscillations 


nnd 
not 


would become faster 
or slower. To his 
amazement all the 
swings, 
although 


their distance: kept 
getting gradually shorter, were made In 
exactly the same time. 


Father O'Leary couldn't "hook up" the 


sun and moon and stars as regulators for 
a mechanical clock—so that left him noth- 
ing but the pendulum. He used it, and why 
his pendulum la ^totally different from the 
pendulum on all other clocks he tells In his 
own words: 


"Our stanflard clock is the earth. The 


most careful observation has not revealed 
any variation In the 
rate at which it re- 
volves. Study of that 
subject lies in the 
domain of astronomy. 
Wo know the laws 
governing the earth's 
movement; they aro 
immutable and the 
m e r e accidents of 
s t e l l a r dust 
meteoritlos do 
appreciably 
change 


them. But we cannot 
all c a r r y Mother 
•Earth in our waist- 
coat pockets. Some 
more practical time- 
keeper must ba found 
conforming with suf- 
ficient accuracy- to 
astronomical 
meas- 


urement. 
The rate 


of decay of radium, 
or the velocity of 
light might perhaps 
afford measures that 
would not offend the 
astronomer.' But the 
harnessing of those 
phenomena In a prac- 
tical way is not. yet 
achieved. 
A simple 


pendulum, or a balance wheel will do the 
work very well indeed, especially the pen- 
dulum. Both of these instruments sway 
to and fro according to a well-known defi- 
nite laws. And although variations In time 
may occur through accidental causes the 
causes arc well known and tfie effects can 
•be cured. The balance wheel is not Quite 
so amenable to treatment, but the pendu- 
lum can be placed beyond suspicion. So

respec-tjndeed if it. is to live up to Its rep- 
utation* 'Evil associations corrupt good 
manners,' and the aberration from recti- 
tude in the comportment of the associated 
clockwork will corrupt the pendulum. 
Every little tick of the clock'means that 
the pendulum has unlocked a tooth and re-

In return. Now although it is true that 
'fair exchange is no robbery,' still in this 
case there is rarely an equal exchange. It 
is impossible to construct clockwork so ac- 
curately that these exchanges balance cor- 
rectly. At one instant there is overpay-' 
ment. at another there is a deficit. The re- 
sult of this is that the deficiency of the 
clockwork imposes itself at each tick on 
the pendulum. Clockmakers have devised 


many b e a u t i f u l move- 
ments to diminish the 
error, but some error there 
always is. An absolutely 
swinging pendulum would 
be ideal. But in order to 
keep It going It must get 
some help. Let us reduce 
the help to the minimum. 
. "19 the Ortho Clock 
1 have l i m i t e d the 
"contact between the pendulum and the 
clockwork to one 'touch' per minute. Ex- 
cept for that contact, which lasts only one- 
quarter of a second, the pendulum swings 
absolutely free, without touching or being 
connected with or coming in contact with 
the clock at all.

"In position I the impulse lever has just

In position H the edge of the pallet has 
reached the roller, and- this latter.will roll • 
flown along it, thus giving an impulse to 
the pendulum. In position III the roller has 
fallen free of the pendulum, and will be re- 
set to be ready for the next impulse. 


"Now, the outstanding perfection of the 


Ortho is that during the whole minute in- 
terval from impulse to impulse the pendu- 
lum swings absolutely freehand if we are 
to count out the time correctly for giving 
the next impulse just at the right moment, 
we must have Bome counter that keeps as 
perfect time as the pendulum. This would 
seem to be putting thS difficulty only one 
step back. Well,^ I have managed to get 
such a counter in a very queer and staple 
way. My very exact counter is a very or- 
dlnary 'balance wheel clock. In fact, I have 
one instrument made from the parts of an 
alarm clock which keeps accurate pace with 
the costly clock beside It. And it must, for 
the accurate time-keeping depends wholly

"And here is the principle: Though an 
ordinary time-piece may vary by several 
seconds in a few hours, its error in a short 
run like one minute Is very small indeed. 
And hence, if such a clock is corrected at 
the beginning of each minute,, it can never 
: be materially wrong at ttie end of any min- 
ute.
